HAVAKi, June 27.— Datails reaohad here 
to-day of 'a deaperate fight between a pot' 

tion of tho Insurgent forces under Maximo 
Gcmez, in tho province of Puar^o Principe, 
and seventy of tho auxiliary troops of the 
Spanish Kovernmont, know aa ^uerillae, un- 
der Captftic Aguero. Shortly after the cap- 
tore of EliMnlato and its garrison of twenty, 
five Dien, Ike gnerlllaa were surprised by 
tho vanguard of Gomez's forces, commanded 
by Nicaeo Mirabel, there being great 
slaughter oa both sides. The fighting was 
mainly with machetes, tho deadly wood 
obopping swords used by the Cubans as well 
as by the inhabitants of the Soath and Cen- 
tral Ameiloiiii'repnbUoa. Xhe gaerlllas were 
oat reobnn'oitlring and vnezpeotedly 
came aotoss the insurgents' vanguard, 
oonsiettng of about four hundred men. 

At first the guerillas Imagined they bad 
only a comparatively small bjdy of men be- 
fore them and their commjinder, Aguero, 
called upon the loBurgents to halt, oryine 
out, " Who goes there V " Spanish forces " 
was the reply of the Insurgent leader, bs 
his men continued to advance rapidly upon 
the Spanish. Twice more did the guerillas 
try to halt the insurgents, but tho latter 
pushed on quickly until finally their leader, 
seeing that tho guerillas were In a awkward 
position, cried " Al maohiite." 

This cry thowed tho govornment forcea 
that they were oonfrontod by tho insurgonta 
and not by a detachment of Spanish guer- 
illas as they had heea led to believe, and 
the mask being thus thrown oU', the guer- 
illas replied to their repeated cries of " Al 
machete " with volleys from their carbines. 
They oommenced to retreat before the su- 
perior force of the Insurgents ; in fact from 
that time on they almoat surrounded the 
guerillas, who fought while retreating, but 
eventually the government soldiers and the 
Insurgentsbeoamemixed in a terrible hand to 
hand conflict, which soon became little more 
than a massaore of the ucfoitan£t<^ guerillas 
by the Insurgents. They Tieanwhlle had 
bjen relcforced, nntil they are said to have 
numbered fully 1,500 men, composing the 
main body under the command of Maxime 
Gomez. Against these overwhelming num- 
bers the guerillas fonght beroioally, shout- 
ing " viva Eipana 1 " as they defended them- 
selves as beat.they ooald against the enemy, 
using trees, rooks, or anything available be- 
hind which to shelter themselves aa they 
fired aa fast as pouible at 
the inaurgents, who preaaad forward 
on all . sldea npon the little band. 
For one tenriJlibe reQort..sayi,,.the fight bu- 
"tweeu •'itt«P*gieffll ae* "» u ilHito^ Insurgents 
lasted^ and nothing oonid be heard but the 
oraokiiig of carbines, the sbonta of the 
combatants and the olaahing of maohetea, 
and It is believed that few. If any, of the 
gueilllas escaped being killed or woccded. 
Captain Aguero led his men gallantly until 
an insurgent slashed at his horse's head 
with a machete, oiusing It to fall and throw 
the guerilla leader heavily to the ground. 

The Insurgents engaged with Aguero's 
guerillas are believed to form part of the 
Oody of men which recently burned the 
towns of El Mulato and San Geronimo after 
capturing the forts and carrlsons of those 
places, and the news of this fresh disaster 
citused, it la said, a very uneasy feeling 
Ic oifioial circles. Be that as It may, there 
la no doubt that If the government 
ofSolals are willlnR to admit these 
disasters to the Spanish army In Puerto 
Principe, within a few days and not far 
from tho capital of that province, that the 
situation of affairs there must bo very grave 
indeed and may prove much more so vrhon 
Maoeo, who is reported to have made his 
way from the Province of Santiago do Cuba 
Into Puerto Principe, joins his foroea to thoao 
oi Gomez. That there is real cause for 
alarm may be gathered from the 
fact that it ia reported in well 
informed offiolal oiroles to day that Captain 
General Martinas de Campos has cabled 
to the Spanish government asking for tho 
prompt dispatch of larae reinforooments of 
troops from Spain. Advioea received here 
from Santiago de Cuba to-day aay that an 
inanrgent foroe Daraberiog aboat four faan- 
dzed men made an attack upon Tiarriabs, 
In the Province of Santiago de Cuba, and 
that th»y were repulsed. They aro now In 
flight and are being pursued by the Spanish 
troops.

London, Jane 28.— Ibe Daily Newa aaya 
that Redmond haa laaned a manifeato to the 

Irish people declaring; that since Lord Rote 
bory took office the Irish question has been 
entirely shelved. Thei Liberals quitted office 
without tho allghteab explanation tc the 
Irish people, and with neither a promise nor 
a gnarantee for the uncertain future nor a 
anggeatlon of an apology for the ahamelcss 
paat The lesson of all was clear, distinct 
and emphatic, that they must reverb to Par- 
nell's polioy and have a national repreaentu- 
tion independent of all English parties. 

According to the latest information the 
dissolution of parliament will take place 
next week and the members of tho McCarthy 
party have nearly all returned to Ireland to 
make preparations for the struggle. Red- 
mond has stated that he will contest every 
seat in Ireland, which declaration may bo 
Interpreted that he Is receiving other than 
Irish financial support. Tlie McCarthyite 
calculation Is that their party will win 
three aeata from Redmond and five from 
the Ulater Tqriea, while they may them- 
selves lose two, so that they expect a net 
gain of alx. Ithia la provided Tim Healy 
does not raiae a flag of revolt, wbloh up to 
the present he haa ahowo.no sign of doing. 

The CoDservatlye - leaders seem to have 
opened aPandora'a box of tronblea In forcing 
the Rosebory government to resign. The 
latter have clearly the best of the situation. 
Lord Sallabury is compelled to make a 
cabinet with a hostile majority, and, as 
events are now trending, will bo obliged to 
go before the country with at least some In- 
dlcatlon of policy about the present burning 
social question. Joseph Chamberlain, who 
precipitated tho present situation, demand- 
ed the ohancellorahip of tho exohe()uer, but 
Lord Salisbury refused It and gave him the 
seoretaryship of state for tho colonies, which 
he has accepted. This post is lower in point 
of official status than the homo office, the 
war department or the admiralty, 

Tho fact that Lord Dufferin had oome 
from Paris has excited some uneasiness 
quite apart from home politics. It transpires 
that the present state of relations between 
this country and France ia serious, if not 
threatening. It haa been suggested that 
Lord Dofi'orin has been asked to undertake 
the lord lieutdnanoy of Ireland, but the faot 
ia that he cannot be permitted to leave 
Fraoce until the Anglo-Frenoh relations ara 
much Improved. 

L'Eclaire, referring to the confllob between 
French oltizena and cltlzaua of Brazil op the 
frontier of French Onlaoa, saya advantage 
must be taken of the ooourrenoe by France 
to formally claim the whole of the disputed 
territory, and eapecUlIy to annex the entire 
country aa far aa the river Amazon,. 

A dispatch from Caracaa, Venezuela, says 
It ia rumored that the German claims are to 
be aettled by the ceaalon of one of the 
islands to Germany for a coaling atatlon. 
Semi-official advioea received here aay that 
Sir Vlncanb Barrfogton haa strongly urged 
on England the importanoe of an amicable 
settlement of the qneitioBi pending with 

The Bourse Gazette of St. Petersburg lays 
the Rusaian Frenoh syndloate, receiving no 
reply from China, haa offered to the Rus- 
sian government to issue to It the 4 per 
cent, loan of 49,000,000 franca, the proceeds 
to ho employed for conversion purposes, to 
trengthen the Imperial bank, or to be ex- 
pended on railroads. 

There ia no i.nprovement In the condition 
of Prof. Huxley, who has been Buffering for 
a long time past from tho after effects of an 
attack of influenzi. He Is weaker tbla 
morning than he waa yesterday. 

The consul at Fooohow,ChIna, reports the 
appearance of the Hongkong plaguo there. 
He Bays it ia already oatabliahed as an epi- 
demic, but HO f,vr confined to tho city proper. 
He adds : " Symptoms unmistukably atamp 
It aa the plogue, and in Infeated diatricta 
within the city rats are dying in groat num- 
bers, just as has been invariably tho rulo 
wherever the ploguo boa shewn Itself In the 
past. In a city like Foochow lb is impossi- 
ble to institute any sort of sanitary meas- 
ures to prevent the spread of contagionadia- 
eaaea, or even miligato the aufferinga of vic- 
tims. 

The dinner given at Kiel by Admiral 
Kirkland and offioera of the U. S cruisers 
to the Emperor William, was a very suooesa- 
fnl affair. Captain Evans bad previously 
been authorized to name the fastest racing 
baafeof the New York tho "Victoria Louiee " 
after the daughter of the Emperor and Ecn- 
preaa of Germany. The arrival of tho Em- 
peror William and party on board the New 
York waa the signal for voolferoua cheering. 
In reply to the toast of Admiral Kirkland, 
the Emperor requeated the Admiral to con- 
vey his thanks to President Cleveland for 
Bunding the United Slates squadron to take 
part in the celebration in honor of the Kai- 
eor Wilbolm canal, and expreaaed himself 
highly (gratified at the fact that the Ameri- 
oauB were ploaand with their visit. The 
Kmporor oonoluded his remarks by calling 
for choora for President Cleveland. 

Signor Felice Cavalloti, the radical mem-

THE REBBLLION IN OVBA. 

lb la very hai-d indeed, from the reports 
thab reaoh us, to tell what la going on in 
Cnba. A few days ai{0 we were Informed 
thai the rebellion ao-oalled ia an insignlS- 
oanb rising of a few miserable maloontente, 
who are without arms, wicboub discipline, 
witboub money and without leaders. It ia, 
ib waa confidently aaaerted, aimply impoa 
aiblafor the rebels to- do any injury worth 
mentioning to the Government of the 
Island. We were told, too, thab reapeot 
able Cabana refused to give the reb 
els any oountenanoe, that they were well 
eatlafied with thinga as they are, and that 
in thi) course of a very short) time the Inbab 
ilanta of the isianda would have all the im 
proyementa and reforms that they coaid rea 
Bonably desire. 

Bub what do we hear now? The latest 
newa ia thab the rebels ^were making head 
against tho troops sent to protoot the towns 
at the eeat of the insurreotlon, that they are 
taking towns by main force, and that they 
are making their garrisons prisoners of war. 
Are the aooonnta of the progress of tbe In- 
ancrection trne Z It is impossible that re- 
ports ao oottbradietory ahonld bo all reliable. 

An artlole in the Pall Mall Gazette on 
" The Inaurgenta of Cuba by one who knows 
them," warna outsiders against giving credit 
to any news relative to the progress of the 
rebellion thab oomea from Cuba. The writer 
aays : *' (Tbe other day there oame by way 
of Madrid a telegrapbio message abating 
thab the Cuban inaurgents bad suffered de- 
feat at the hands of the Spanish regulars at 
Jovito, neir Gauntanamo, and that 47 of their 
number had been killed. The information 
may be striotly accurate, for the inaurgenta, 
bhougli BtroDg in patriotiam for their ialand 
home, are weak in arma ta defeat the Spanish 
authoriries ; but speaking aa one who knows 
the methods employed by the Government 
of Cuba, I should say it ig unsafe to acoepb 
without reservation anything that haa 
passed through its hands. Even the Chi- 
nese are not more expert in ths art of con- 
cocting false intelligence or more unacru- 
palo& and resourcefu lin the tricks uf dissem- 
inating ib. All the ohannels of communica- 
tion with the outside world are in their 
hands. Press messages whoti tliey arrive at 
their destination are vastly diflereut from 
tbe measagea that are handed in, and it ia 
, common knowladge in the ialand that 
nothing boooniBE known to th3 world 
through tho medium of the telegraph save 
what tbe Govornmenb deaired should become 
known. There still remains the post, bub 
even letters, ao the general impreasion is, are 
tampered with. There la nothing for it, 
therefore, bub to adopt bbe simple device of 
* squaring ' the offioials through whose 
handc oorrespondonoe paeeea, and it arises 
from the fact that those said ofliolala are not 
superior to backahooah when the ohancoa of 
being found oat are remote — as in tho case 
of letters aent — nob with teUgrama — that 
aconrate Information does sometimea get 
onb of the country." 

If thia writer tells the truth, it ia sur- 
prising how a telegram containing newa of 
" Spanish disasters " could have been al- 
lowed to be sent from Havana by telegraph. 
Is ib possible that the insurgents and their 
friends in the United States have learned tlio 
art of mannfaotar^ng newa from the Span- 
ish ofiScials and that the telegram purport- 
ing to be sent from Havana waa ooncoctod 
in New York ur some other oily iu the 
United States? Tho Spanish author- 
Itioa would no doubt, if the 
Fall Mall Gazette'a oorrespondonb tella 
the tmtb, liave auppreaaed the tele- 
gram, for, aa he says, "It ia common 
knowledge In the island that nothing bo- 
oomea known to the world through tho me- 
dium of tho telegraph save what tho Gov- 
ernment desires sliould 'onoonio known." 
(Ebe Government would surely nob desire 
that the world aBoUld know that the regular 
troops auffered dlsgraoefnl defeat at tho 
iianda of what they have lieen describing aa 
* rabble ; that the rabble baa taken poases- 



alon of towns of considerable alze, and that 
tbe city of Puerto Principe is in danger cf 

being also captnred. 

This .vriter says that the insurgents are 
btuve and enterpdsing, and that poor and 
badly equipped aa they are thef are capable 
of giving the Government of the country a 
great deal of trouble. He tella ua that in 
one of tbe riainga a body cf inaurgenta, that 
never exceeded 7,000 in number, auocesa- 
fulty resisted the soldiers for five years, and 
that tbe war ooab Spain aometbing like lUO,- 
OOU men, oonntieg those hilled by the clim- 
ate aa well aa those killed In battle. 

So miserable Is tbe condition of the rebels 
that It Issurprlelogthat thoy continue to make 
any stand worth mentioning against discip- 
Hood men. Not one "patriot" in ten, he 
says, is provided with firearms, and 
all know how to use maehttes to the beat 
possible advantac;e, knives are poor weapona 
even to fight against sick soldiers with re- 
peaters. There ia, however, one thing in 
favor of the ill-armed and badly disciplined 
rebels, they always have enough to ent. 
The people of the country are on their aide, 
and they oheerfally enpply them with snob 
provisions as tbey have, while the aoldiers 
are generally half-starved beoauso the gen- 
eral Government In Havana is careless. 
Here is the writer's description of the In- 
surgents : 

" They have no uniforms, and very little 
clothing of any sort. What they do pes- 
aoaa of the latter appeared maoh damaged 
in tbe recent skirmlah In tbe dense jangles 
about Biyano, and Is now in ra^a. A 
woollen shaV7l or coat of (any sort, when ob- 
tainable, furnishes them with a makeshift 
tent or blanket to proteob them from the 
exhalationa of the rivers and awampa. They 
have no commissary. What food' tbey have 
they receive from the country people, who 
give willingly, or from the trees and fields, 
which also do not say them nay. They 
have ao base of supplies, for they need 
none. They asaemblo when wanted, fight 
when ordered, and go back to their wretched 
cabins when through with the particular 
work In band. Tbey know their services 
are needed in tbe morning when they see at 
sunset tbe day before two thin oolumns 
rising unwavering and black into the air 
with tho red glare of the departing sun for 
a backgronnd. tChe guerilla force is an 
eaay explanation of Maximo Qomezi'a ten 
yeara fighting. That renowned insurgent 
oan ab any time assemble a force under any 
palm tree which he chooaes to make his 
hoadquartera in any. part of tbe island save 
tbe west." 

From the writer's aooonnt the Cnbans 
have the best reasona for rebelling. They 
are very heavily taxed and " tho people are 
virtually without rights, civil, politioal or 
raligious. The men In ofEce are all sent 
from Spain and take their orders from tho 
Captain-General, also eenb from Spain, and 
endued with aqtooratlo power. The Eaglieb 
mind cannot bridge the distance between tbe 
rulers and tho ruled or conceived tbe depth 
of tho hatred which the latter have for the 
former or the depth of the contempt which 
tho former feel for the latter." 

There have been rebellions in Cuba at in 
tervals sinoe 1812. These rebellions have 
cost both the people of the Island and the 
Govornmenb of Spain thousands of valuable 
livjB and an immense amount of money. The 
Pall Mall Gazette's correspondent aympa 
thlaea warmly with the InsurgentB, and be 
is convinced thab they will succeed in the 
long run. 

THE MONEY QUESTION. 

The money queabion la being agitated 
vigorously in the United States. Both 
sides are carrying on the controveray with 
energy and ability. Thia Is what Brad 
atreeb'a has to say about tbe action which 
bankers' aeaaoiationB have taken in the 
matter : 

Deolarationa in favor of aound money con- 
tinue to be made by bankers' assooiationa in 
all parts of the oonntry. The baniiera of 
Mlssonri, for example, this week adopted 
resolationa deolaring that the banks of 
the state have their interests indissolubly 
connected with the financial prosperity of 
the people of the atate, whether they be 
farmers or manufacturers or wage-earnera ; 
that they believe it to be in the interests 
ol tho ceoplo of the state to ueo In their 
bugincsa as good money as any other people 
in the world, and that it is against their in- 
terests to use any doprooiated dollar, wheth- 
er it be gold, ailvur or paper ; that they are 
opposed to thi3 free and unllnilted coinage 
of silver at tho ratio of IG to 1 unless the 
other leading nationa of tho earth adopt tho 
aamo ratio ; ihit they favor limiting the 
coinago of eilvur ao thab the govornment 
which iaauea it aa money ond receives it for 
public dutica may bo able at all times to 
maintain its parity or exchangeability with 
gold, and that ihoy favor tho preservation of 
tho existing ataiulurd of values. Declara 
tioDB of this kind cannot he without effeot, 
even in localitiua whore the drift of opinion 
is ia favor of freo coinage.

A REMARKABLE DEOREASIE. 

Tho following paragraph relative to tho 
decrease in tho rateable value of land that 
haa taken plaoe in }<]ugland Is from the 
Toronto Monetary Times, a non-political 
paper : 

In ii^ngland tho rateable vitluo of land, as 
shovru by a parliamentary paper, haa fallen 
from £;i9,835.000, in 1870, to £33. 054,000, 
twenty-four years later. At the firab of 
those dates land counted for ouo- third tiie 
rateable value of all property ; at the latter 
it had fallen to a little more than one-fifth, 
tbe value of other forma of property 
having increased. But the deoreaie of the 
aaaeasmenba does not represent tbe full ex- 
tent of the deoline in the value of land. If 
the atate had been the owner of tbe land, 
the loia woold have fallen on It. If the 
state be, aa aore contend, entitled to the 
" nnearned inorement," it would also, as a 
correlative, be called upon to bear the bur- 
den of the deoremont, which in England, as 
shown by tbe assoaamont, was S;!0,000,000 
in less than a quarter of a century ; and the 
real deoreaso in value waa probably §10,000,- 
000 uiore. Thou there are other inoremonts 
bealdea those on land whioh, in tho same 
sense, are "unearned." The high rates 
which land in England oan no longer boar 
have h»d to be made up by other forms of 
property. Baiiwaya have come In for a oon- 
alderable ahare of the burden. Inaome 



A NEW LiaaNSB LA W. 

The.State of Iowa after - having tried pro. 
hibitlon for ten yeara has been obliged to 

give it up. Its lEglalaturo has enacted in 
its place a now kind of liquor law whioh la 
called the " Mulct law." It setma to be, 
from the description we have teen of ib, a 
kind of iicsnse law hedged round with fines 
and penalties ioDumerabls. Under it the 
saloon keeper, before he can get a license, 
has to got up petitions of more than otie 
kind, and after tho llconee la procurid ho Is 
subject) to fines for selling to drunkards, to 
women, to minors, and for dlsordera and 
breaches of the peace that take place 
on hia premlaea. So undesirable is a license 
of this kind that very few apply for it, and 
since tbe enactment of tbe Mulot law the 
places for the illioit sale of liquor have in- 
oreaaed ratL'er man' diminished. Prohibi- 
tion did not prohibit, and it ia evident thab 
the lioenae law to regulate the sale will not 
regulate. The new law compromisea be- 
tween high license and prohibition, and 
what ia tho result ? " Des Moines," saya 
the Oregonian, " with a population of 50,000 
has 91 permits for tho aale of liquor in 
drug stores. Not all of them are selling 
illegally, but more of tbam are engaged in 
the illegal sale of liquors— every day, night 
and Sunday — than Des Moines has ever 
had regular saloons. Drunkards, minora, 
and women purchase liquor in these saloon 
drug stores without limit or requirement, 
excopt the pay for liquors. One of them 
sold $250 worth of beer one Sunday. Curi- 
onsly enough the public sentiment aeema 
to be directed only at the Mulct 
saloons, whioh are making an e£fort to 
abide by tho law, and while proaecutiona are 
directed against them, tho drug stores are 
unnioloatod either by the peace oiEoars or 
tho ' church federation,' whioh is mocib ac- 
tive in encouraging proseoutions." 

The prohibitionists though beaten in the 
sbate have evidently not given up the fight. 
This, It ia said, is singular, for just across 
tbe Miaiouri i iver in Nebraeka high lioeose 
is in operabion and Is working auoceaifully.

Pacifio lines will unqueatlonablj' engage. 
Imniodiately upon the arrival at Portland 
Monday of tho first of the new line of steam- 
ers the Northern Pacific steamahip agenta 
annoanoed a weav-bonnd rate from Sound 
and Portland pointa of $4 per ton, making a 
reduction of $2 per ton, this rate to apply 
on tbe next three aaillDga for the Orient. 
This rate was at onoe met by the Great 
Northern Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company representative of steamship in- 
'erests, F. C. Davldgo. Just what will 
be the attitude of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Company and the OrienC9,l com- 
pany running from San Franciaco is 
not impossible to doterniino, both linea 
having manifested great jealousy as to the 
attempt of new companies to share the 
traflio with Japan, China and ICorea. Tho 
usual rate of S6 per ton, Mexican silver, is 
a very low rate ordinarily. When tho rate 
has boon reduced to $4 Mexican there is no 
revenue in the buainess for any line, and 
but for the faot that fiour, in baga, sorvea 
as a good ballast, it would be unsought at 
tbe minimum rate indicated."

B. C. POTTEKY CO. 

The lilquldator Gets the Order Aaked for the 
Delivery to Him of Certain Securities 
Valaed at 919,000. 

Yesterday Mr. Justice Drake gave judg- 
mant in tho H.C. Pottery case, the follow- 
ing being tho text of tho judgment : 

Ro B.C. Pottery Co.; ex parte Yorkahiro 
Guarantee Corporation. 

This ia a aumnions taken out by the liqui- 
dator asking the court to rec|uiro the assign- 
ment and Qelivery up to him of two certain 
indentures of mortgage, dated ."ith January, 
1891, and 19ih May, 1891, atid alec a cer- 
tain promisBory note now overdue and un- 
paid, made by four peraons and payable to 
the eaid Yorkshire Guarantee Corporation. 

Tho agent of the Corporation has valued 
all tho securities at $19,015 08. 

Tho corporation, by their agent, attended 
the meeting of creditors and contrlbutories 
and voted for the appointment of a liqui- 
dator, and subsequently they have filed 
three afiidavits of their looal agenta oonfirm. 
ing thia valuation. 

The corporation now wlah to withdraw 
their valuation and enforce their securities. 
If they hud desired to stand outside the 
winding up and enforce their aocuritios they 
were poaaib^y at liberty to do so, subject tn 
aeotion 63. 

Having onoe valned their aeonrities they 
cannot now withdraw. Bee ex parte 
DawnoB, 18 Veb , 290, and Grigaoa v. Gor- 
rard, i Y. and C, II9J; ox parte Hornby, 
Buck Bankruptcy, 351. 

Tho statute itself is silent on this head, 
but I think that section 02 ia compulsory on 
the creditor to value hla eeourlty, leaving It 
to tho liquidator to take auoh security at tho 
valuation placed on it by tho creditor, or to 
allow the creditor to keep hla oecurity at hla 
valuatioa. In the latter case I oonoeivo tho 
creditor mi^ht stand vory much in tbe 
position of a purchaser for value freed from 
the equity of redemption, at least this waa 
the view held in Boil v. Ross, II Ont., App., 
45.3, hut whatever hia actual rights might 
be, there la no doubt that all further remedy 
against the satale of the company la at an 
end. 

I think the liquidator Is entitled to the 
order he asks for.

iBelpfnl SuRcestiona From Good Ilousti" 
keeping on The»o Important Duties. 

It ■would bo a bold ^VTitGr indeed who 
dares to Bay iu this day of univeisal 
edncation tliiifc few ■svomon have learued 
to properlj' sweep aud dust a room. Yet 
it mnst be admitted that in many a case 
there is deoided room for improvement 
Either the work is done in a listless, 
half lioartcd way, as though it were a 
mere form i.vhicli must bo gone through 
daily, iiad the results of which were of 
very little importance indeed, <xe it re- 
ceives such a snporabundonce of energy 
that carpets and Hweopiiig utensils have 
short life iiidcod, ■\vhilo every portion of 
tho apartnipiit is filled with the cloud of 
dnst which is raised. Tlie latter settles 
evcrywlioro in Kouorous measure, !Uid 
then begins the war with tho dustiug 
brush. A few quick passes hero uiul 
there, whirling the dust afresh into the 
air, to once iiiiiro disiribnto itself over 
floor, fumiliuo aud drapurios, thou the 
task is supposed to have beeu couiplf:tod 
for the day. All of this is wroiiK- Tho 
object of both operations is to ^et tlio 
dust out of the room, and to do it as 
quietly as possible, not to send it float- 
ing through tho air to seek new resting 
places, some of which are pretty certain 
to be in hrnnnn Inngs. 

Tho most dusty room may bo swept 
witliout rendering it disagreeable by 
strewing bita of wot paper over tho floor, 
whether covered by a carpet or other- 
wise. The best way to do this is to im- 
merse ordinary newspaper, or similar 
paper, in water, squeeze out the sur- 
plns, then tear it into bits and scatter 
about tho room. Theso will attract tho 
greater portion of tlio dust, leaving very 
littlo to float about tho npiu'tmeut. Of 
conrse the broom should bo used judi- 
ciously, 80 as not to provoke tho evil 
which it is sought to avoid. Tea leaves 
aud othor damp substauccs may bo em- 
ployed •..•liero p.-iper is not readily avail- 
able. 

Wheu tho Kweepiug has beeu com- 
pleted, and tho dust — what littlo has 
been raised — lias had time to settle, 
comes the oflico of tho dusc cloth, ana 
this is tho only nrtiolo which should bo 
used iu a dwelling house for tho pur- 
pose. A feather duster, as has been wit- 
Uly remarked, is efficient for the stage 
work of the lively soubrette who pre- 
pares tho andieiico for tho ontniuce of 
tho heroine in a popular play, but in 
real life its mis.siou is very limited. A 
soft cloth removes the dnst bodily, and 
it can bo washed away not to return, but 
the duster does things differently. Its 
way is not to bo commended. A great 
part of the farniture can be onsily cov- 
ered while the sweeping is in progress, 
and thus, with the use of care, tho sub- 
sequent operations may bo greatly si'"- 
plified. These are tho suggestions which 
it will repay tho average housewife to 
consider. 



Fashions For Boys. 

Small boys and girls both dress alike, 
in white nainsook, until 8 years, when 
the boy gives tlio first cold shoulder to 
frocks by getting into kilts of pique, 
sorgo or flannel, with a blouse waist of 
the same and a reefer jacket for out- 
door wear. 

The small boy finds a decided innova- 
tion in his costume this season in the 
shape of what are called bloomer knick- 
erbockers. These bag decidedly at tlio 
kueo, being kept iu place by an elastic 
bund. Eton jackets are much in favor,

long trousers, with blouses and with 
reefers — coiititnics popular. Long trous- 
ers cut iu real sailor fuflhiou axe im- 
mensely becoming to email boys and 
have brought about the dofHng of kilts 
at a much earlier age than formerly. It 
is It fashion, howovor, which, liko the 
late long popular Kate Groenaway frocks 
for thoir sisters, is more picturesque for 
those who look at them than enjoyable 
for those who wear them. They are not 
comfortable, as, a writer in. the Now 
York Times explains, the boy can't run 
in them well at all. Ho can't olimb a 
fonco without running the risk of being 
caught by the flare of histrouser logs at 
the hem, but greater probably than these 
physical discomforts is the mental one 
of being derided by "tho boys on tho 
block. " Tlii.s is sure to happen if ho is 
tho one boy in a neighborhood who ap- 
pears in these it must bo admitted 
quaint man-o'-war suits.

Visit Victoria. 

Sonnd Fortiiieations a Project Whlcli 
He Ckinsidera Necessary 
and Imperative. 



Last evening Lieut. -Qen. John M. Scho 
field, oommander.ia.obief of the U.S. artnyi 
wfao with a party of nine ia voyaRlDt; North 
CD a pleaanre trip to Alaska, arrived from 
Seattle. The party conalBts of Mra. Scho 
fold, Lient.-Col. and Mrs. C. T. Sohofield, 
Llent.-Col. J. F. Sanger, Lieut, and Mra. R 
M. Scbofield, Mias Smith and Miaa Kil 
boanis. Lieat).-Gol. Sohofield ia the geu' 
eral's brother and bia aide. Lieut. -001. J. 
P. Sanger ia his trillitary Beorotary, They 
arrived on the atoamBbip Queen, which 
reached here at •! o'clock and remained four 
honrs in port. 

At tho wharf tho party were met by Gen 
Roberts, U. S. consul, and Mra. Roberts, 
being driven around the city, and as the day 
waa all that coald be desired the drive along 
the Dallas road to Uak Bay was greatly en 
joyed. Tho party were greatly delighted 
with Victoria, and the General expressed 
himaelf aa being anrrounded by the most 
beantifal soenery he bad ever seen. 

The General i« an active looliing officer, 
round, bronzed, well preaerved and bright- 
eyed. He if 64 years of age, and on aoooant 
of aee will be retired in September nest. 
On tne party's return General Sohofield will 
speBdaaTeral weeks in the Sonnd examining 
the variona ports with a ^iew of learning 
where fortifioationa can be placed to the 
beat advantage and the needs of the Sound 
as regards fortifioations. He ia president of 
the board of ordoanoe and fortifioationa and 
ia well acquainted with tho country, having 
visited it sovorai times. 

Batter ooast defences ruther than a largo 
army is the one thing General Schofield be- 
lieves in. He is alleged to hsvo stated re- 
cently that since 18H9 tho United Stutes Hdb 
twice been on tho verge of war and neither 
time waa it prepared. Relative to forti- 
fying the Sound ho says : " There are no 
great difficulties— engineering or otherwise 
— In the way of effectively fortifying Puget 
Sound. A general plan for such fortifica- 
tions was long ago made. }iy protecting 
two or tree points the whole Sound may be 
gnarded against invasion In tho present 
UDgnarded condition nf your coast tho 
aaptnre of the entire Sonnd would not ba a 
diffionit taalc by any meana by a small fleet."

The Art Treasures of the Loo Moan 
tains Nov/ on Exhibition iu Vic- 
toria lor a Few DayaOaly. 



A Display Without Precedent in All 
America— Soinethiusr About 
These Chiselled (Jems. 



At the Stanley House on Douglaa atreet 
there is at present on exhibition a ooUeotion 
of jadestore carvings anob as never before 
has been abown in any city of America. 
The aonaignmenta 'oame by tho last Rmpresa 
and wore to have gone through to Now 
York and Boston direct for displny and 
sale. The four native merchants In whose 
charge they were, found dlffioultiea inoreaa- 
log, however, and learning that even their 
language Is little understood by the Chinese 
resident in America, decided to remain in 
Viotoria for a few days and thon return to 
their far away home m the Loo mountains. 
It is from this diatant quarter of tho globe — 
peopled, however, by a highly cultivated 
and deeply artiatic Moneolian race — that 
the oarWngs oame. and their beauty as well 
as rarity oommend them to the lovers of art 
in every land. The variona artiolea onm- 
prised in the dlaplay are valued at upwards 
of $20,000— though their worth artiatioally 
ia not to be oonnted in the cold eash of com 
merce. 

The collection inoliiUes some two thousand 
distinct and finished apeoimeos of the anoient 
art, many of the oarvinga being exceedingly 
unique and fanoifnl in design aa well aa ad- 
admirably executed. All are chiaelled in 
the faahlon of a thouaand years ago, and the 
majority tell, not in the cold tones of mar 
hie, but in all the warm, rich colors of onyx, 
and agate, and marble, and cameo, the 
legends of the myitical Loo mountaiun, 
where the patient fiogers of the soulptora 
wrought upon them perhaps centuries ago. 
The gathering together of the numoroua 
specimi ne wue in itself a work of years ; not 
one but several centuries have passed sinoo 
the first of tho carvings loft the hands of its 
designer. 

And how patient have been tho Oriental 
disciples of art ! Their material, the jade- 
stone, the ou'^er covering of the preoioua 
jade itself, offers. It is true, a rich variety 
of colors, embracing all the shades of gray 
and brown, red, purple, slate and blue. It 
is nob hard to carve, but on the other hand 
the jadeabone ia not found in ledgea, but in 
small, detached boulders, many of which 
eutfice only for the f aahionlcg of the tinieab 
shrine or smallest incense box. Note how 
the akilled workman haa utllhed the colors 
of hia atone, ohooaing hia subject according 
to his material, and carving back or for- 
ward, honeycombing, twisting, turning, to 
take fulleat Advantage of all the beauties of 
the stone and secure in many oases a true 
cameo efi'eot. 

As a general rule the laager and finer 
apeoimens of tha jadestone have Iwen eon- 
verted into ineffaaeabte illaitrations of na- 
tional or religiooa history, fantaetlo legend 
or poetio allegory. IChe carvers have been 
faithfoi students of nature, and have never 
violated the oanona of true art. The fidelity 
of their completed work to nature ia truly 
marvellona. Foliage In all Its varied forme 
and tinta, animal life and phyaioal manhood, 
live again in the luatroua atone, while an in- 
terpreter ia only needed to piece together 
the chapters in the legeniJary lore por- 
trayed — the atorlea explain themselves in 
the silent but universal language of true 
art. 

The life of Confucius Is of course a favor- 
ite thetre, and a history of his career and 
mission might almost) be written from these 
treasured p:.-oductlnn9 of his disoiples. Qua 
Ying, the Holy Virgin of Mongolian re- 
ligious history, is also favored with much 
abcentioD. in shrine and altar and idolette. 

Among the less pretentious works are 
many graven pictures of forest life, tho 
monkey and the door as well us birds and 
hunters, entering largely into the fancy of 
the designers, whilo tho treatment of leafy 
back grounds is exquisite. Small teapotn, 
oskudlesticks, vases, match boxes, ink stands 
and mantle ornumonts (to us) are shown in 
endless variety — thoro io no limit to the uses 
to whioh these odds and ends of art may bo 
applied. 

There la to be a special view of these 
treaaurea of art, by invitation, during lo 
day, and at 7:30 thlfl evening the private 
Bale will commence, to continue two or three 
daya. Viotoria ia highly honored in having 
the opportunity to both Inapeot and buy 
theae articles of beauty and rarity ; never 
before in all America have the "jadestone 
carvings of Loo " been shown in a public 
oolIeotioD or aave aa prioeleaa featurea of a 
connoisseur's display.

THAT CONTEACT, 



A Monster Heetingr at the City Hall 
Listens to the Aldermanlo 
Explanations. 

FeeliDg Euus High, But No Kesolutiou 
is Uffeved to Be Toted 
Upon. 




The city hall waa crowded laat night with 
a repreaentative gathering to hear the alder- 
men who had voted to award the water- 
works cantract to Walkley, King & Casey. 
Although a good deal of atrong feeling waa 
manifeated and thiogs were decidedly lively, 
a resolution was not mtjved, 

Mr. N. Shakespeare being chosen chair 
man Mayor Teague waa aeked to explain 
why be had voted to airard the contract at 
a Seuro $16,000 above the loweat tender. 

Mayor Teague stated that at almoaC every 
atage of the proceedings in conneocion with 
the waterworks delaya of varions kinds had 
retarded the work. The delay in awarding 
the contracts he bad quite expeotod. Ho 
waa anzioua that an injunction ahonld bo 
Bought for, as if the courts refuaed the ap- 
plioation it would uphold the oounoil'a 
action : and if granted, the council would 
be relieved from all reaponaibliity. The 
nature of the work required that it should 
be carried out atriotly In accordance with 
the apeoifioaticBS. The council on this ac- 
count deaired to put the work into the 
hands of a first daaa contractor. The low- 
est tenderer, he held, could not do the work 
at tho hgorea he named. The experts In the 
East to whom the plana had been submitted 
estimated the coat at §80.000 ; since then 
extensive alterations bad been made 
in the plans, increaaing the Cost 
by 1^10,000, thus bringing the 
amount up to $90,000, Mr. Jorgenaon'a 
estimate of $04,873 did not include the cof- 
ferdam or tho contraotor'a profita. Contin 
genciee, 310,066 ; dam, S3,-150, and other 
things would bring up the estimate to $81, 
Sdi. Would it ba wiadom to accept a con- 
tract at a figure far below what tho work 
could be done for? Ho knew a good deal 
about tenders, and that it was not always 
best to aaoopb tho lowest dgures. 
Tho lowest tender was very little 
over the cost of tho material. He 
waa not much on figuring quantities him 
self, but on tho figures of one of the best 
engineers on tho continent he knew thcro 
would be 7,058 barrels of cement alone in the 
work. 

Mr. number asked why, if the lowest 
contractor was too low, the oity had not 
oGTered him tho extra $8,000 and so eavod 
the other §8,000 to the oily. 

" Oh that is nonienae," replied the Mayor 
amid an uproar. 

Aid. MoLellan said he had taken hie 
stand on the question after full inquiry. 
The lowest tenderer could not according to 
the figures do the work to the satisfaction of 
tho city. If he had to figure on the cofTer- 
dam he would not figure on less than So.OOO 
and even then would not know how much 
to add tc it for contlngenolea. He would 
be willing to let Mr. Haggarty have the 
contract only provided that some rich man 
backed hia contract. (Uproar.) Mr. Hag- 
garty had come to him and wanted to get 
his $,3,SU0 deposit money back. 

Mr. Haggarty, excitedly, " It's a lie. I 
ofiFercd 10 per cent, bonds" 

Aid. MoLellan — " Yes, you oflered 
bonda." 

Mr. Haggarty, amid a regular uproar, 
asked who was the third party in the basi- 
nea;. 

Aid. MoLellan indignantly denied that 
there waa any third party. If there waa one 
let Mr. Hagnarty produce him. (Greatoicite- 
ment, cheers and howls.) If tho ratepayers 
wonted to lot the contract to Mr. Haggarty 
they had tho right to say so, and if Mr. Hag- 
earty got tho contracthe tliiuldhave thesame 
juatico as any other man. If they did not 
consider him (Aid. McLellan) a worthy man 
to represent them he was quite willing to 
resign. (A.pplauae. ) 

la reply to Mr. Haggarty as to where was 
his bill of qaantitiea. Aid. MoLclUn said he 
had thorn in his head. 

Mr. H'jggarty, amid howls— "Then you're 
a nice man to discuss them." 

Aid. Bragg said tho council hid voted 
throughout openly and above board.

Mr. Brage wiaiied to refer to tlie electric 
light contruct aa a parallel caao, but the 
crowd ahoutod " nueBtion," " ([ueation," 
and ho refrained. 

Mr. Haggarty — Do you maintain that you 
linow enough to malie up an estimate ? 

Aid. Bragg— No, but we have an engineer 
to make them for us. 

Mr. Haggarty — What is your enginoer'a 
last revised eatimalo ? 

Aid. Bragg — I don't Itnow. (Howla ) Ho 
did not itnow that tho engineor'a revised 
cetimuto waa SGH,0()(1. Let the engineer 
speak for himself. (Uprour ) 

Aid. Mikomillan etarted in to question, 
but Aid. Bragg replied, " I'm not oere to 
be oritiolaed by yoa. You're a member of 
the oonnoU and know all about it." (•Jheen 
and ooanter eheera ) 

Mr. E. M, Johnson — What ia the estimate 
of the contractor's prolits ? 

Aid. Bragg — \ don't know anything about 
that. Ask tho contractor. 

Aid. Cameron's principal reason in voting 
for tho aootract was that he was guided by 
tho profeaaional engineers engaged for the 
city's work. The majority of the speoiai 
committee, on which waa the engineer, had 
recommended that the city's intercat would 
beat bo served by giving tho contract to 
Walkley, King & O'aaey, as at Mr. Hag- 
garty 'a figures the work OOQld not be done. 

Aid. Purtridgo said that the Eastern on- 
gineera had estimated §80,000 with no con- 
lingonoiea, whilo ,Iohn Haggarty had said 
ho aould do the work for SOG.OOO. He was 
inclined to take the eatimatoa of the Easb- 
orn engineers in preference to Mr. Haggar- 
ty'a. How many in this community know 
to tholr Borrow that innocent peoplo auffor- 
eel when a contract was let at a lower price 
than ib could bo done for. He felt convinced 
that instead of $16,000 being lost to the city 
money would bo saved and tho workmen 
would bo euro of getting their money. 

An exciting passage followed, Mr. Hag- 
garty asking why Aid. Partridge bad nob 
made known his (Mr. Haggarty'a offer of 
10 per cent, bonda to tho oounoll. Aid. 
Partridge replied that he had tried to keep 
away from Mr; Haggarty, who had dodged 
him round town. He (Aid. Partridge) did 
not want people to imagine that he waa 
boodliog. " No, you oonldn't buy me. 



Haggarty,'' cried Aid. Partridge, amid a 
howl of excitement. 

Aid. Macmillan uaid that the ICaatern on- 
gineorb' recommendation to raiao the dam 
waa, ho had alwaya undoratood, included in 
tho fSU.OOO estimate, and he waa aurpriaod 
to hear to-uight that that work waa to have 
coat mora. The real trouble waa that thcro 
waa a (juarrel among tho contraotora ua to 
the amount of the deposit, and tho 
apooial committee therefore referred tho 
matter back to the council. The whole 
trouble came about from stioking to contract 
work only. If they woro to have tho con- 
tract aystem they should lot the contract 
in good faith. (Hoar, hear.) If Mr. 
Haggarty had complied with the oon- 
ditiouB ho (Aid, Macmillan) waa In 
favor of granting him the oontraot 
Mr. Jorgeasen waa capable at drawing plana 
aod oarrylng out work, but waa not ao good 
at natimatlDg. He persoaally wae in favor 
of day labor. 

Aid. Wllliama had, as they were all 
aware, voted for the lowest tenderer. They 
had asked to-night for estimates and he 
oould give them if it waa wiahed. Mr. 
Jorgensen had eatlmated that, ezolna- 
ivo of the oofferdam, the work would 
coat §04,84,3. Adding to this, Mr. 
West's figures tor tho cofTerdam (Si>|325), 
according to Mr. Jorgonaon'a eetlinato tho 
full amount would be $68 200. Mr. 
Haggarty'a eatimata of {f(il),900 was 
not, tnerefore, far from the mark. 
In other mottera the city onRiueor'e 
eatimato had trequonlly been over that for 
which tho contract had boon awarded, and 
ib might juat bo tho same In the presono in- 
atanco. Again some work done by day 
labor at tho lake, nomo S.'!,100, waa found to 
bo cheaper than had ib been let by contract. 
Where there was a difference of $16,000 in 
the contraota, if the jcb wna hia own ib 
would have gone to Mr. Haggarty. (Ap- 
planae.) Certainly the S16,000 would give 
a good margin to watob tho oontraotor 
oloiely day or night If need be. (Laughter 
and applause, ) 

Aid. Wilson conld nob aee that any other 
action rliould bo taken by tho oity than 
award the oontraot to Mr. Haggarty as the 
loweat tenderer. 

To the general surprise no reaolution waa 
put, and the Chairman after waiting for 
aomeone else to ipenk, declared the meeting 
adjonmed at 11 o'clock.
